3. Becaule, were it even legal, this 
wanton power of extinguifhing and re- 
viving the governor and council 1s con- 
trary to the true (pirit of juflice and po- 
liev, and tends in the end to expole fuch 
form of government to mockery and con- 
tempt. 

4. Becaufe the governors and councils 
abroad will never fubmit to have their 
authority, which is confirmed by acts 
Parnoment, {iy verfeded by commifli ners 
in whem there is confefledly vetted lels 
leral power than in themielves: Acircum- 
tance which cannot fail of involving te 
company’s affairs in confafion and di{tre's. 
. Becaufe any attempt to evade or fet

hufbandry gives me pleafure, I was 
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therefore not a little pratified with the 
account in your lait [472.], for an excel- 
lent fteep to increafe tne tertility of the 
grain by a very fimple compofition. In 
Order to give this preparation a fair trial, 
I bave cauled a quantity of wheast to be 
prepared precifely as directed, and a like 
quantity to be brined and limed in the 
common way, and I have planted the fame 
number of grains of each fort in alternate 
rows upon a piece of ground ‘n my gir- 
den on which potatoes were planted this 
laft fummer. There has been no dung 
laid upon this piece thefe three years, 
and it is far from being rich in itfelf. To 
make the experiment compleat, I have 
added a like number of rows of grain un- 
prepared. All the grains that I have 
planted, I have picked, and they were 
nearly of the fame weicht before prepa- 
ration. They are planted with a gauge, 
at the diflance of two inches each prain 
from the other in the rows. And the 
rows are exactly twelve inches apart. [ 
have caufed likewife a {mall trench to be 
dug on each fide the patch allotted for 
this experiment, and tie firft and laf 
rows are exactly fix inches from each 
trench. The borders terminate the ends. 
T purpofe to keep the whole patch free 
from weeds, and to note exa@ly the time 
taken up im the hoeing and weeding, and 
to weigh the crop feparately and collec- 
tively, in order to form: fome « timate of 
the profit or jlofs of this kind of manage- 
ment; which in my humble opinion will 
be laying a foundation for trying the me- 
rits of the new huthandry. 

It may indeed be (aid, that fo much 
nicety is not neceflary in the new hute 
bandry, and therefore it will be unfair to 
load it with a needie’s expence. To this 
Tanfwer, that I do not mean to place my 
own time in the preparation to the ac- 
count, but only the time taken up in the 


digging, horing, and weeding. If it be 
faid, that the horfe hoe is a more ExpPce 
ditious, as well as a more efficacious, way 
of dettroying the weeds; my anfwer is, 
that the produce of the preater number 


of rows on the fame quantity of land 
fhovld anfwer thet or there 
will be little encourageinent to proceed 
in the pra@ice of it; for, according to 
Mr Toll’s latter practice, wi after 
thirteen years experience tie recommends 
as the beft, only two rows are to be 
drilled on fix-feet ridges; whereas in the 
prefent experiment, I have planted fix 
rows in the fame {pace. ‘

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You muft know, Mr Urban, that I am 
the more concerned in the fuccefs of this 
experiment, as I have been a deferter 
from the new hufbancry, and am not yet 
fatvfied but that with tuch an additional 
aid as is promifed by veur correfpondent’s 
fertilizing fteep, it may be praétifed to 
advant spe. 

In truth, when I had attentively confi- 
dered the (mall proportion of land allotted 
for the feed, and the twnmente quantity 
of wefle left for the production of weeds, 
in the Tullian hufbandry, after a verv 

confiderable expence of inftruments, and 
two or three unfucce(sful trials, I was 
prevailed upon to relinquifh the practice 
of it, not to much by the perfusfion of o- 
thers, as by my own {e.f-conviation, that 
though the principle was right, the prac- 
tice was nceft certainly wrong. By the 
Toilan bufbendry, only two inches out of 
fevcenty two are jown with grain, the o- 
ther /eventy inches are cultivated, not fo 
much for the nourifhment of grain, as it 
fhould feem, es for the nourifhment cf 
weeds, which I iourd to increaie at juch 
a rate, that though I kept two men 
protty corituntly en ploved, in hoeing the 
partitions ard weeding the rows of about 
feven acres of drilled wheat, from the 
bepinning of March to the latter end of 
May, thev were not able to fubdue them, 
I: that time four ho: fe-hoeings were be- 
flowed upon the intervals. The years 
in which the expe iments were made, 
were thofe of 1765, 1766, and 1767; 
years, IT mutt acknowledge, tavourable 
for the produétion of weeds; and the 
culture that was beftewed for the nov- 
rif{iment of the eraim, contributed nota 
ittie to then propoLa tion. Inceed with 
all the care the i. iowmran could teke, and 
T beve bo reafon to coubt of h $s having 
Gone his beft, a cireumttance not elwavs 
to be rehed upon, be could not bring the 
plouph fo near the rows without injuring 
the plants, as not to leave a very ccnfi- 
@evatie part of the intervals unweeced.

double ; nay, tothe larpeft quantity that 
ever grew upon an acre, which the inze- 
Nious author of the Farmers Letters has 
rated at eighteen quarters.

P. S. As the feafon for fowing wheat 
will not be elepfed before the punlication 
of this in your profent monii’s Magazine, 
I conid with that other gentlemen would 
make like experiments ; as one, though 
ever fo accurate, will not be fuiiicient to

After writing the above, I thought of 
Riving fome parts of Mr Tuill’s book -a 
fecond reading; and I found, that be 
himfelf ipeaks of eighty ears pro ‘uced 
from a fingle plant of wheat in the ger 
den of Mr Houghton; and adds, that he 
never found above forty in his fields; 
which is admitting that forty were lome- 
times produced; an increafe that might 
encourage any gentleman to puriue the 
practice. So that, notwithilending my 
ill fuccets at the beginning, and my hely 
conclufion, thet from two inches fown, 
and feventy two left fallow, there coud 
be no probable hope of a tolerab.e cro, 
yet I begin now to be cf another op 
nion; for there ts reafon to believe, fit 
the longer the horfe-ehoeing Lufbouery is 
ieee the more fertile the ground 
fo cultivated will grow; which ts guile 
the contrary in the common hutbeoncsy

Nthe morning of April 18.1754, the 
longboat was manned, and [ fet out 
from Cape Blanco in fearch of the fort 
of Arguin. We went along thore, fouth- 
ward, for at leafttwenty miles, without 
finding any inkt! This was a tedious 
jaunt! Cape Bianco, and the place we 
were in queft of, are laid down in the 
charts we had, diftant ten Jeapues. The 
way we ran vetterday from the former, 
hitherward, we concluded near, if not 
full, as much as that. The fort is laid 
down within 2 bay. We were fure we 
uit not be fewer than fifty miles from 
tie Cape. Are as fure we have not paff- 
ed anv bay, creek, or inlet, fince we 
left the fhip! Therefore inferred, we 
overthot the mark yefterday; or our 
Charts are erroneous. The laft we were 
unvilling to think the cafe; as they were 
given us by friends who had been in thole 
parts themfelves 3 and, if I am not mifta- 
ken. drew them with their own pencils. 
In the height of this anxiety, at two o’ 
cock, we iaw two Moors running along 
hove, We made towards them; before 
We reached land, they met us fwimming; 
but they fir(t fatished themfelves we were 
reith. They difcovered great joy at 
curcounng |!

in every fociety, the ufage which is juft 
fublequent to the enadtment of any tla- 
tute hath been always thought a fure key 
to its true purpole and interpretation, 
where there was aby ambiouity. 

But this is not all: The meaning I put 
wpon the act is the only reafonable one ; 
beceute it is the only one which can make 
the barrier-a@ any efleétual guard or de- 
fence apsinh opprefion by particular af- 
tembhes in their lepiflative capacity. For 
if, inttead of admitting this interpreta- 
tion, i be expounced to mean no more, 
than that no eflembly fhall make any aa& 
without tranimifion, which tends to lef- 
fen the reverence of, or introduce a va- 
riation trom the dediine, ec. then hap- 
pily eftablifhed; how eafily might the 
tranimiflion of any es be evaded, under 
pretence they were not within the in- 
tention of it, becaule not derogatory 
trom or deftrudive of thofe interelis, and 
fo occafion remain for endlefs difpute and 
contention? 

Thus the overture previous to this bar-

conformity to that great rule, to have 
been remitted to them in this part, as 
well as in its other part, which contains 
the rules of entering upon trials; becaule 
bo more can it be pretended they were 
to the prejudice of the doctrine, worfhip, 
ec. then eftablifhed. Indeed this fente 
of the barrier-a@t was till of late fo uni- 
verfally received, that in a very nume- 
rous fynod, upon the faith of the aé a- 
bout the formula, ee. its being a binding 
rule, it was taken for granted, it had 
been made with the formalities ot previous 
tranfinifion, and confent of a mcjority of 
prefbyteries, till a certain overture, al- 
tervtards diimified as too genera!, upon 
fome whilpers about its defign, gave rile 
to fuch inquiries as difcovered this flaw 
or deteét in it, to the aftonifliment of its 
friends. So that it is very ftrange in 
Philalethes to fay, ** Prefbyteries wouid 
have ftared at its tranimiflion as an cle 
thing.” 

He alfo finds it abfurd on another ac- 
count, to arpue from the barrier-att a- 
gainft the formula: ‘* Becaufe the very 
defign of that aét was, to prevent imno- 
vations; while the end to be ferved by 
fetting afide the formula is, to pave the 
way for them.” But this is a charge e- 
qually proundlefs. The author here, firtt, 
miftakes the defign of the berrier- act; 
which was not to prevent all innovations 
and alterations, but only fudden ones ; 
that is, the eftablifbment of new atts to 
be binding conftitutions, without the pee 
neral agreement of prefbyteries to them 
after they led been tranimitted to them 
for their Celiberation : for innovations to 
which this thould be regularly obt.:r ee, 
it leit the fame room us before. Tei, 
again, he miftakes the etledl of teking 4- 
way the formula rgiz, with apy crer 
eét about fubfeription which requires nore 
than the a@ of parliament. For te 
“tole confequence of it would te, 
loake the testus of minifterial con.munion 
ws generous and ealy as they are leit 'Y 
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Of. 1760. 
the law of the ftate, and as they were in 
the period which preceded the barrier-act, 
Still, after its being refcinded as trregular, 
no innovations could be introduced, but 
fuch as were confiftent with the barrier 
a@; that is, which did receive, up on 
tranfmiffion, the general approbation of 
pretbyteries. Where then is the ablurdi- 
ty of arguing againft the formula from 
the barrier-a@t? fince fetting afide the 
formula would not pave the way for any 
innovations which that a& was defigned 
tohinder, and the eftablifhment of this 
fane formula, in the fummary way in 
which it was introduced, ought never, 
according to its intention, to have taken 
lace. 

Philalethes infifts further, That fome 
alts between 1697 and 1711, which I 
called unconftitutional and illega!, from 
their appointment without that tranfinil- 
fion which the barrier-act prefcribed, do 
not merit this appellation ; ** becaule no 
remon(trance nor complaint was made a- 
gainft them by a fingle preibytery in 
Scotland, as any infringement thereof, 
and of the right of previous confultation 
velted in them by it; nor were meinbers 
cholen to the following aflembly that 
were underftood to be eager and zealous 
to refcind them, as was done upon the 
two irregular aéts in 1730 and 1732:” 
and the remark mav be alfo applied in 
vindication of the aét about the formula 
inizirt. But that they raifed no clamour 
and difcontent, and that they produced 
no efforts and ftrngeles for a repeal of 
them, does not prove they were made in 
conformablenefs to the barrier-law. It 
at mof{t only fhews, that they were fo a- 
greeable to the notions of men in thofe 
times, that, if they had been tranfinit- 
ted, they would have had the general 
confent of prefbyteries, and therenpon a 
regular fan@ion of the church‘; which fs 
avery different thing. But it is not e- 
ven of this a fure document: For it often 
happens, where there is a ftrong and 
violent hamour on one fide, that perfons 
eep filence from prudential confidera- 
hioos, who would not have promoted the 
favourite icheme, bad they been at h- 
eerty to decline it. in particular, here, 
many might acquielce in the aét about 
the formula when made, on account of 
the jealoufies which then were of a 
ange to Eoifcopal povernment and wor- 
“9, who, not being fatisfied in their 
*wo minds, that the Prefbyterian go- 
erninent was m all its parts founded on 
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the word of God, and that the received 
method of worthio was in every refocst 
perfet, and incapable of improvenent, 
would not have given their opinion for 
enatting, that minifters fhould fubtcribe 
their belief, that the government of this 
church by kirk-feifions, orefbuvteries, fy- 
nods, and general allemblie:, was autho- 
rifed by feripture, and fhould bind thom- 
felves to obterve the mode of worthip 
then introduced without any even the 
finalleft variation ; that is, would not 
have confented to the formula, had an 
overture about it been fodonited to their 
thoughts for acceptance or retufal, 

At lait he comes to the capital point 
of controveriy; aod whereas [ had faid, 
a great change was introduced by the a& 
preferibing the formula, he, after obfer- 
ving, that [I cannot pretend there was 
anv change to the prejudice of the doc- 
trine, worlhip, difcipline, and govern- 
ment, then eftablifhed, which is only 
true in a fenfe no way fufficient, as was 
fhewed, to reconcile the quick and com- 
pendious enactment of the formula ac 
with the barrier one, proceeds to dif- 
prove that there was any alteration 
brought in by it. 

But does he here difcover all that fair- 
nefs and attention which might have been 
expected?) Far fromit. He inttitures a 
comparilon only between the words of 
the formula 171 with relation to the 
Confeffion of Faith, and thole of the a& 
of parliament 1693 which require the 
fubfcription of this confeflion ; and then, 
having affirmed, ** there is no dillerence, 
not the imallefl difference,” concludes,

and allowed while unaltered by the church 
itfelf; the laft made it thenceforth indil- 
penfable to own the purity of worlhip 
at that time pradtifed and authorifed, and 
to declare a periuafion of its being found- 
ed on the word of God, and moreover, 
to promile, oot only to adhere conftantly 
to the church-povernment and method of 
worfhip then in ufe, but to aflert and 
maintain the fame to the utmort of our 
power; which teems to be impofing an 
enpapement on a wan, rather to lole his 
fife, than admit that one branch in church- 
government, or one form in woilhip, was 
not founded in the Bibie, awd was not 
perfect, or yield tothe moit inconfiderable 
and flight alteration in either. Unilets 
therefore he had proved, there 1s no dif- 
terence, in thele articles, between the 
ecclefiaitic and the civil formula, which 
he hath not even attempted, he had no 
right, although he had fucceeded in fhew- 
me their full apreement about the Con- 
feflion, to conclude there was no innova- 
tio’, In oppofition to my affertion of it, 
any more than one hath a ripht to decide, 
againit a perfon who affirms Peter to be 
fhilledin mathen atics, hiftory, and ethics, 
becaule he hath fhewed he was unac- 
guainted with the firtt, he was ignorant 
of them all. 

But, after all, is it indeed true, as he 
would periuade his readers, that there ts 
no ditlerence between the requirements 
of the ecclefiattic ftatute and the civil 
one in reipeét of the Con‘eilion of Faith ? 
In imprefiing them with a belief of their 
entire identiiy in fenie, he may have 
been more f(uccefsful; becaufe he hath 
given, IT bope inadvertently, a lame and 
detective repreientution of the words of 
the church-formula. For he omnts two 
claviesinait, 1/2, **and founded on the 
word of God;” 2diy, ‘to the utimotlt 
ot bis power.” Yet they are, in my o- 
pibioh, Very imMportant variations trom 
the one framed by the ftate. For may 
not a man fublcribe, that the do@rine of 
a book is true, who cannot tubicribe that 
every tittle of it is founded on the word 
ot God? fince the truth of fome articles 
21 it may depend upon other evidence 
than the teftimony of God in his word. 
Agaiv, may not a man promife io achere 
conttantly to a doctrine, who cannot 
waulain, and defend, 
every pat of if, to the utmott of his 
power? 
it of too flight a nature to keep up per- 
petual controverly about ; efpecially when

this fc} involve in hardthips and perfe. 
cution. And in this fentiment Philalethes 
may be fuppofed to concur. For he al. 
lows, that, among erroneous Opinions in 
religion, fome are of very {mall, while 
others are of very great importance ; and 
that with refpect to the firft, lenity, ino- 
deration, and forbearance, are warmly 
recommended; becaufe when the error 
is of little moment, it cannot do fo much 
hurt as may be done by contention about 
it. Now, after this, it is not ealy to ke, 
how he can think aman can bind himfelf 
to ttrive to the utmoft for every propo. 
tion in the Confeflion, untefs he place e- 
very one there among thole momentous 
and weiyphty truths which it is better to 
continue difputes about than quietly fuf- 
fer difagreement from: A point which I 
fcarce believe any perfon will be hardy 
enough to atirm. Befides, notwith- 
{ftanding al! he hath faid to thew, that a 
Chriitian may as well fubfcribe the Coran, 
becaufe fome parts of it are agreeaple to 
his judgement, as a perfon fubicribe the 
doétrine of the Confeilion as true, who 
does not regard every decifion in it as 
fuch, he will find there are not wanting 
many honett aud upright perfons who 
think they may, without forfeiting this 
charaer, fign according to the civil for 
mula; while they are convinced that the 





Confetlion, which the parliament before 


ratified as the avowed asd public confel- 
fion of this church, containing the fum 
and (ubftance of the doétrine of the Re- 
formed churches, is true in its great and 
capital lines, thoug they may a be fae 
tisfied itis fo in every minute determnae 
tion. —— Indeed, with refpect to every 
theological tyftem of equal length, and 
proncunciog about fo many intricate and 
unimportant matters, fome indulgence, 
more tacit of more exprels » appears very 
equitable; while yet this is far from put- 
ting it on a level with tne Coran, cr 0» 
ther {yitem of falfe religion. 

And now let every reader judge, ¥ he- 
ther Philalethes had reafon to fay, he 
cou!d not perceive tne fmalleft difference 
between the formula of the church, ane

Sterling each |; or, in bis option, a gold 
medal of that value, with his name en- 
graven on it;—they dire&tedthe manner 
10 Which the certificates were to be atteft- 
ed, and to whom fent, and by whom the 
reward was to be paid;— and thev en- 
gaged, over and above the reward, to 
repay any charges laid out in endeavour- 
wg to recover drownlings. 

The prope: means recommended to be 
uled for recovering drownlings, confirm- 
ed by experiments made before and fince 
the eftabli{hment of the fociety, are the 
following. 

t. Blow into the fundament with an 
ordinary pipe, or anv other tube, (even 
the ftheath of a knife, with the point 
cut off, may do), or with a pair of bel- 
lows. Let this operation be performed as 
foon as poflible, and with vigour and per- 
feverance ; it will be the nore beneticial. 
It afmoking pipe be made ule of, and 
in place of fimple air or wind, the warm 
and tickling tumes of tobacco be intro- 
duced into the body, the operation will 
be the more powerful. In whatever 
manner it be done, it is the firft thing 
that in general ought to be tried 3 and it 
may be done without lols of time, as well 
m1 a boat as on land; in whatever place, 
ina word, the crownling {hall be laid. 

2. As ioon as poflidle, the body, al- 
ready all drenched over, often quite cold, 
bevumbed, and even fliff, mutt be care 
fully died and warmed. This may, tor 
the moit part, be performed cafily, and 
by various methods: for exaniple, by the 
wart) fhirt or under-carment of one cf 
the byftanders; by one or many warm 
woolen covers; bv the warm athes of a 
baker, founler, faltmaker, foap-houfe, 
or other manutaQorv; by the fkins of a- 
nigials, above all thofe of ikeep; by a 


moderate fire ; or by the gentle and na. 
tural heat of healthy perfons placed jn 
the fame bed with the drownling, 

The two preceding cireétions are to be 
observed with care and perleverance; and 
it may alfo be very proper to make, over 
the whole body, particulerly along the 
back-bone, from the nap of the neck to 
the rump, ftrong frictions, muking ule 
of warm pieces of woollen, or linen, 
fteeped in brandy, or powdered over with 
a fine and dry falt. Befides, let one 
take, either a liner cloth bithed in bran- 
dy, or fome very ftrong volatile fault, as 
the fpirit of fal ammoniac, to held under 
the nofe, or rnd the temples. —The tick- 
ling of the throat or nolfe with a feather, 
may alfo be cf fervice. But no wine, 
brandy, or other ftrong liquor, mingled 
with falt, or other irritants, ought to be 
poured into the throat, until fome figns 
of life have appeared. 

The following experiment has lkewife 
fucceeded. Let one of the byftanders put 
his mouth on that of the drownling, thut- 
ting his noftrils with one hand, and {up- 
porting bimfelf with the other on his left 
breaft; and then, blowing with force, 
let him endeavour to inflate his lungs. 
Ip our opinion, this methed might prove 
as efficacious at firlt as blowing in the 
fundament. 

Mean while, let it not be negleéted to 
let blood as foon as poflible : let it be ta- 
ken from one of the great veins of the 
arin, or even from the jugular. 

Thefe are the moft proper means to be 
ufed; and it were to be wilhed, that for 
the future fuch as are hurtful may be a- 
voided, as the rolling of drownlings on 
cafks, hanging them up by the arms or 
legs, &c. And the means here recom- 
mended will, it is hoped, be tried on e- 
very drownling; for it is fo difficult te 
know with cestainty, whether a body be 
dead, that nothing is to be ablolutely 
depended upon but evident figns of cof- 
ruption *, < 

A fufficient number of the advertiie- 
ments having been printed, every exper 
dient was taken to circulate them.

ny governors of cities; who all feconded 
the defign with the greateft zeal. Seve- 
ral cities, particularly thofe of Utrecht, 
Deventer, and the duchy of Gueldres, 
publithed ordinances, appointing every 
one to be aiding and afiitting to fuch a 
good work; all the inhabitants are au- 
thorifed to offer their houfes for this end; 
and every innkeeper is ordered, not only 
to give bis houfe, but his own afki{tance, 
if required, under a penalty of five gol- 
den florins. Somes generous perfons in 
Rotterdam have added a reward of other 
fix ducats for thofe that fhall be faved 
from drowning 1n that city. 

An account of nineteen drownlings re- 
eovered in fourteen months by the means 
above directed, is annexed; of which the 
following are two. 

At Rotterdam, in the night between 
the roth and rrth of February 1768, the 
wife of Arnold van Dyl, a dyer’s fervant, 
who had been under water three quarters 
of an hour, was drawn out, and after 
more than an hour’s labour, fhe was re- 
ftored to life by Mr Gerard van Maatwin- 
kel, chiefly by means of fumigation, and 
laving her in a warm bed with ber huf- 
band, 

At Fiufhing, [Fleflinguej, the 14th of 
OSober 1768, at half an hour patt one 
in the afternoon, John Haflel, a German 
by birth, aged twenty three years, who 
had ferved as a marine in the Young 
Prince of Orange frigate, being much in- 
toxicated with wine, fell from the bridge 
of the exchange into the water, where 
he remained half an hour. When he 
Was taken out, his eyes were fhut, his 
mouth was open, his countenance of a 
livid colour ; he was quite cold, without 
motion, without fenfation, without re- 
Ipiation, without pulfe or beating of the 
heart. He was carried to an inn; but 
the hoftefs refufed to admit him, being 
Poflefled with the common prejudice, that 
fhe was not at liberty to do it. They 
Were then obliged to lay him at the foot 
of the fteps of the adjoining houfe, un- 
til one of the byftanders aflured the hoftets, 
that it was fawtul for her to receive the 
body into her houfe, and that he would 
tun her rik. She then confented to take 
inthe drownling. Half an hour had e- 
lapled fince he was taken out of the wa- 
ter, and he had given no fign of life. A 
fre was kindled; before which he was 
laid; and having been undrefled, all his 
body was ftrongly rubbed with warm li- 
hens, bathed in brandy. This baving

hour, fome foam iffued from his mouth. 
The operations were continued til four 
o'clock : then he was blooded in the ju- 
pular vein to about nine ounces; and 
fome minutes after he vomited a little 
water. The {pirit of fal ammoniac was 
put under his nofe; then the pipe was 
put in ule, which could not be procured 
fooner. A quantity of tobacco-iinoke be- 
ing blown inte his body, there was a 
rumbling in his belly, and he threw up a 
little water; his eyes opened, and he re- 
covered fenfation. They caufed hin 
{wallow half a plafs of brandy, in which

to finell, and they retumed the rubbings.

The weaknefS and folly of the oppofition. 


§25 
STR, London, Sept. 6. 
Edentary perfons, who derive their 


whole information from the news-pa- 
pers, fometimes fee ftorms gathering in 
the political (kv, which exilt only in their 
own diftempered imaginations, Forget- 
ting that declamation againit government 
is the prelent amufement of the people of 
Foland, they imagine, that the whining 
rhetoric of antiminttterial writers arifes 
from real grievances, and a feeling fenle 
of arbitrary incroiachments fromthe crown, 
To thofe who take a more enlarged view 
of the (tate of affairs, faGtion, inttead of 
being in the increafe, appears manifeitly 
in its wane; and the rage of petitioning, 
like other fevers of the mind, not being 
fed by the grofs humours of public op- 
preflion, gradualiv fubtides, and leaves 
the body-politic in its priftine health. 

The efforts ef the agents of fedition 
ferve more to thew the weaknels of their 
own party, than to prove fatal to the 
power of their political opponents. To 
increafe the number of petitions is of 
little avail, when fo few of the refpeét- 
able members of the community can be 
induced to fign them. There is not one 
corporation or county of England, but a 
man, with the aid of fome beer and gin, 
may get a number of low names to the 
moft fooli{h and unreafonable requeft to 
the fovereign; but it would argue a 
weaknefs more criminal than the pre= 
tended grievances, to liften to the pare 
tial, ill-founded, and irrational com- 
plaints, extorted in the hour of debauch- 
ery, from an ignorant and profligate po- 
pulace. 

Firmnefs and moderation, I long fince 
forelaw, mu(ft put an end, at lait, toa 
method of oppofition, that is extremely 
troublefome to the abettors of faétion, 
A battery that makes no impreffion, will 
be {oon deferted, by an unperfevering 
enemy; and perhaps the expence of pore 
ter will more quickly quiet our patriots, 
than that feverity from government, which 
the impropriety, if not infolence, of their 
conduét richiy deferves. We live in an 
age where legal punilhment is called per- 
fecution; and the new faith eftablifhed 
by J—n W s, will fuon expire for 
want of being watered by the blood of 
martyrs. 

Though I approve of moderation, and 
even a kind of paflivenefs, in the execu- 
tive power, when oppofition extends not 
beyond the difcordant noile of beer- 

drinkers ; 
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drinkers; there is a certain branch of 
government, which, as it has been grofs- 
hy infulted, ought not to pafs over with 
mmponity the infolence of the times. — 
The indecency with which the Commons 
of England have been treated, demands 
the fevereit animadverfions from that re- 
fpeftable body. 

In an age of luxury and effeminacy, 
there are many in a nation, who reckon 
every breach upon the public tranquillity, 
to the laft degree unfortunate and cala- 
mitous. Though, I contefs, T am no e- 
nemy to the comforts of life, I am far 
from thinking that oppofition to a mini- 
ftry brings about any diminution of na- 
tional happinefs: clamours, and an at- 
tention to politics, among the people, 
though fometimes ill-grounded, and worfe 
directed, are a certain mark of fome vi- 
gour in the flate. There are alfo fitua- 
tions that render an oppofition to a mi- 
nitter laudable, even when he is not 
guilty of invafions upon pubiic freedom, 
Negle&, infolence, haughtinefs, and in- 
acceflinlenefs, are crimes in a fervant of 
the public, which ought never to be for- 
piven. Thele defects of charafter render 
him unfit for his office; and the fpirited, 
the proud, and generous, are perfeve- 
Hing enemies, and will moft certainly ha- 
rats him, fome time or other, out of his 
high ttation. 

The prelent adminiftration, to the 
conviction of every difpatlionate man, 
have made no incroachments upon the 
hberty of the fubje€t; and IT hear no 
complaints of them upon the fcore of 
common politenets, and gentlemanly at- 
tention. Asa friend, I ftrenuoufly ad- 
wile them ecait both. The inherent 
and contthtutional power of the crown, 
if exerted with vigour, is fufficient to 
gratify reavonable ambition ; and the ap- 
probation of the proud is fuperior to the 
fairstattion arifing from the indulgence of 
@iitant pride and celerve. Open firms 
nets is the beft recommendation of a mi- 
nifter, and a determined obttinacy in his 
wealures can be never reckoned a crime. 
To court popularity, by relaxing the ex- 
ecutive power, is, in my opinion, no lefs 
dangerous to the conilitution, than ftrain- 
Ing every Nerve of government in fupport- 
ing the regal authority. 

Thele ore trite maxims; but they ought 
elwaye to be prefent to a minifter’s mind. 
The folly of bis advetlaries has added 
pood fortune to the wifdom with which 
the Duke ef Gratien has conducted his 
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meafures. Though the prefent age is not 
over virtuous, ‘vice is not always popular, 
The wickednefs, IT had almoft faid villa. 
ny, of fome of the chief agents of oppo- 
fition, has expofed a caule already weak 
and unrealonable. The well-meaning, 
though ignorant, part of the multitude, 
have been manifeftly made the dupes of 
knaves, who, by the meaneft of all vices, 
lies, have attempted to fecure their pood 
opinion. Doétors of different denomina- 
tions have palmed the groffett fallehoods 
upon the world, to favour their own pri- 
vate defigns; and, with prepofterons fol- 
ly, endeavoured to gain the favour of the 
vuloar, in a manner too uncommon, even 
to impofe upon the moft ignorant and 
dull. Whilft one, by a fham-duel*, re.

*[“ London, July 13. On Monday evening 
a duel was fought in Hyde-park, between the 
Rev. Mr Richard Green, [of Fleet treet, 
London, Clerk}, and Mr Douglas a Scots 
Officer. It was occationed by the officer's 
declaring, in a public coffee-room, that Mr 
Wilkes was not only an infamous fcoundrel, 
but a rank coward, and that all who fup- 
ported his caufe merited the fame character. 
Mr Green then told the officer, that he was 
happy in efpoufing the caufe the Scots want- 
ed to degrade; and that neither his own ho- 
nour, nor the regard he profeiled for the 
gentleman fo much abufed, would permit 
him to put up with fo infolent an atlront.

The particular operations veceflary for 
making artificial navigations depend upon 
a number of circumf{tances. The fitua- 
tion of the ground; the vicinity or con- 
nection with rivers 3 the eafle or difficulty 
with which a proper quantity of water 
can be obtained ; thefe and many other 
circumftances neceilarily produce great 
variety in the ftructure of artificial navi- 
gations, and augment or diminifh the la- 
bour and expence of executing them. 
When the ground is naturally level, and 
unconne&ted with rivers, the execution 
is ealy, and the navigation is not lable 
to be difturbed by floods; but when the 
ground rifes and falls, and cannot be re- 
duced to a level, artificial methods of 
raifing and lowering veflels muft be em- 
ployed; which likewife vary according to 
circumftances, 

A kind of temporary fluice ie fometimes 
employed for raifing boats over falls or 
fhoals in rivers by a very fimple opera- 
tion. Two pofts or pillars of mafon- 
work, with grooves, are fixed, one on 
each bank of the river, at fome diftance 
below the fhoa!. The boat having pafled 
thefe pofts, planks are let down acrots 
the river by rullies into the grooves, by 
which the water is dammed up to a pro 
per height for allowing the boat to pals 
up the river over the fhoal. 

The Dutch and Flemings at this day, 
fometimes, when ob(truded by calcades, 
form an inclined plane or rolling bridge 
upon dry land, alongit which their veflels 
are drawn from the river below the cal- 
cade into the river above it. This, it ts 
faid, was the only method employed by 
the ancients ; and is {till ufed by the 
Chinefe, whe are (sid to be entirely ip- 
rorant of the nature and utility of locks. 
Thele rolling bridges confift of a number 
of cylindrical rollers which turn eafily on 
pivots; and a mill is commonly built near 
by, fo that the fame machinery may ferve 
the double purpole of werking (he aul 
and drawing up veflels. 

A 1.0CkK is a balon placed lengthwife 
in a river or canal, lined with walls of 
mafonry on each fide, and terminated by 
two gates, placed where there is a cal- 
code, or natural fall of the country; and 
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fo conftruéted, that the bafon being filled 
with water by an upper fluice to the 
level of the waters above, a veflel may 
afcend throuph the upper gate; or the 
water in the lock being reduced to the 
level of the water at the bottom of the 
calcade, the veflel may defcend through 
the lower pate; for when the waters are 
brought to a level on either fide, the 
gate on that fide may be eafly opened. 
But as the lower gate is ttrained in pro- 
ortion to the depth of water it lupports, 
when the perpencicular height of the 
water exceeds twelve or thirteen feet, 
more locks than. one become neceflary. 
Thus, if the fall be feventeen feet, two 
locks are required, each having eight 
feet fix inches fall; and if the fall be 
twenty-lix feet, three locks are necefla- 
ry, each having eight feet eight inches 
fall, The fide-walls of a lock ought to 
be very firong. Where the natural foun- 
dation is bad, they thould be founded on 
piles and platforms of wood. They fhould 
likewile flope ovtwerds, in order to redift 
the preflure of the earth from behind.

X and Y (fig. 1.) are the two flood- 
gates, each of which confifts of two 
leaves, refting upon one another, fo as 
to form an obtu'e angle, in order the 
hetter to refift the preiiure of the water.

{uperior canal from falling into the lock; 
and the fecond (Y) dams up and fuftains 
the waterin the lock. Thefe flo d-g ites 
ought to be very ftronp, and toe turn 
freely upon their hinges. In order to 
make them open and {hut with eafe, each 
leaf is furnithed with a long lever A J, 
Ab;Cb,Cob. Thev fhould be made 
very Upht and clofe, that as little water 

as pothtNNe miy be loft. 

By the (ui terranecus paflape G H (fig. 
2. 3. & 4.) which defcends obliquely, by 
epening the fuice G, the water is let

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nals did not efcape the obfervation of the 
ancients. From the moft early accounts of 
fociety we read of attempts to cut through 
jarge ifthmufes, in order to make a com- 
munication by water, either betwixt dif- 
ferent nations, or betwixt diftant parts of 
the fame nation, where land-carriage was 
jong and expenfive. Herodotus relates, 
that the CuiBians, a people of Caria in 
fia Minor, defigned to cut the ifthmus 
which joins that peninfula to the conti- 
nent; but were fuperftitious enough to 
give up the undertaking, becaule they 
were ipterdidied by an oracle. Several 
kings of Egypt attempted to join the 
Red fea to the Mediterranean. Cleopa- 
tra was exceedingly fond of this projeé. 
Soliman IT. Emperor of the Turks, em- 
ployed 50,000 men in this great work. 
This cana) was completed under the ca- 
liphate of Omar; but was afterwards al- 
lowed to fall into difrepair ; fo that it is 
now dificu!t to difcover — traces of it. 
Both the Greeks and Romans intended to 
make a canal acrofs the 1ithmus of Corinth, 
which joins the Morea and Achaia, in 
order to make a Navigable paflaye by the 
Ionian fea into the Archipelago. D-me- 
trivs, Juiius Cefar, Caligula, and Nero, 
mace feveral unfuccetsful efforts to open 
this paflage. But as the ancients were 
enurely ignorant of the ufe of water- 
locks, their whole attention was employ- 
ed in making level cuts; which is proba- 
biy the principal reefon why they fo oft- 
en failed in their attempts. Charlemagne 
formed a defign of joining the Khine and 
the Danube, in order to make a com- 
munication between the Ocean and the 


> Black fea, by a canal from the river Al- 


» mutz, which difcharpes itfelf into the 
» Danube, tothe Reditz, which falls into 
» the Maine, and this laft falls into the Rhine 
Near Mavence. For this purpofe he em- 
ployed a prodigious number of workmen. 
But he met with fo many obftacles from 
| Citierent quarters, that he was obliged 
» (0 give up the attempt. 
) The French at pretent have many fine 
cenals. That of Briare was begun under 
Henry IV. and finithed under the direc- 
tion of Cardinal Richelieu, in the reign 
of Lewis XIII. This canal makes a com- 
Munication betwixt the Loire and the 
Seine by the river Loing. It extends ele- 
ven French great leapues from Briare to 
Slontargis. It enters the Loire a litile 

250\e Briare, and terminates in the Loing 
a Cepoi. There are forty-two locks on 
Bis canal. 

The canal of Orleans, for making en- 
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other communication between the Seine 
and the Loire, was bewun in 1675, and 
finithed by Philip of Gileans, regent of 
France during the minority of Lewis XV. 
and is furnifhed with twenty locks, Ie 
goes by the name of the canal of Orleans; 
but it begins at the villane of Combleux, 
which is a {mall French league from the 
town of Orleans. 

But the greatett and moft ufcful work 
of this kind is the junétion of the Ocean 
with the Mediterranean by the canal of 
Languedoc, It was propofed in the reigns 
of Francis I. Henry LV. and was under- 
taken and finifhed under Lewis XIV. Te 
begins with a large refervoir four thon- 
fand paces in circumference, and twene 
ty-four feet deep, which receives many 
{fprings from the mountain Noire. This 
canal is about fixty-four leagues 14 
length, is fupplied by a number of rivu- 
lets, andis furnifhed with one hundred 
and four locks, of about eight teet rile 
each. In fome places it pafles over brid- 
ges of vafi height; and im others it cuts 
through folid rocks for one thoufand pa- 
ces- At one end it joins the river Ga- 
ronne near Tholeufe, «and terminates at 
the other in the Jake Tau, which extends 
to the port of Cette. It was planned by 
Francis Riquet in the 1666, and finifhed 
before bis death, which bappened in the 
1680. 

In the Dutch, Aufirian, and French 
Netherlands, there is a very great nun 
ber of canals, That fram Brapes to O- 
{tend carnes veflels of two hundred tons, 

The Chinefe have allo a preat number 
of canals. That which runs? om Canton 
to Pekin extends about 825 miles in 
length, and was execute avout 800 years 
apo. 

Jt would be an endlefs t-& to defcribe 
the numberlefs canals in Holland, Kuf- 
fin, Germany, &c. We fthall therefore 
confine curfelves to thofe that are either 
already finifhed, or at prefent executing 
in our own country. 

As the promoting of commerce is the 
principal intention of making canals, it is 
natural to expect, that their frequency in 
any nation fhould bear fome proportion to 
the trade carried ov in it, provided the fi~ 
tuation of the country will admit of them. 
The prefent ftate of England and Scot- 
land confirms this oblervation. ‘Though 
the Romans made a canal between the 
Nyne, a little below Peterborough, and 
the Witham, three miles below Lincoln, 
which is now almofl entirely filled up, yet 
it is not long fince cdtials were revived in 

3x England. 
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Yorkfhire there are feveral rivers made 
navigable by locks and artifi ial cuts. 
The Duke of Brideewaters canal in 
Chefhire runs twenty feven miles on a 
perfect level: but at Barton it is carried 
bv a very high aqueduct-bridge over the 
Irwel!, anavigable river: fothat it ts com- 
mon for vefi-l to be patling at the fame 
time both under and aho.e the bridge.

eart, dung, or water. 


Repare a hed of calt-off tanners bark, 

four feet deep, fix feet wide, and 
twelve feet in length: cover it with 
four lights: no rain or water is to be ad- 
mitted, for either of them would retard 
the fweating of the bed. This bed is to 
be prepared about a month before the 
feeds are fown. March is 2 proper fea- 
fon, for this purpofe, for private ufe. 

When the bed becomes werin, which 
generally happens in about twenty days, 
a few melon-feeds are put into warm 
milk, in an earthen vefiel, which is pref]- 
ed down into the bark-bed, where it is 
to remain thirty-fix hours, i order to 
promote the vepetation of the feeds. 
Then at equal diffances open four holes 
in the bed, each nine inches in diameter, 
and five inches deep. Having in readi- 
nefs about a peck of pounded bark, faw- 
duft hike, put fome of it at the bottom 
of the holes, to the thicknefs of three 
inches; on this bark place fome of the 
feeds, pretling them down a little with 
the finper ; then cover thefe feeds with 
two inches more of the powdered bark, 
prefling the whole down with the hand, 
— When the plants are advanced toa 
proper fize, make choice of the bell, and 
take the others away at pleafure, giving 
them proper pruning, and as much warm 
air as pefiible during the fummer. —E 
have for feveral years (fays Mr Reynolds) 
raifed as pood melons as can be cefired, 
and, I think, the fruit is better tafted 
then thet which is raifed on dunghills, 
and pe:haps wholefomer.

The following is a part of a letter 
written by General de Witt, command. 
ant at Kaminiec, dated Sept. 20. to the 
commiflion of war. “The next day 
atter Prince Gallitzin had defeated the 
Turks, 1000 troops, in fpite of the lojs 
they had fuftained the evening before, 
pafled the Nietter, upon rafts; but were 
immediately deftroved, except 32, who 
were made prifoners. — The Turks have 
not only abandoned their camp, but 
Choczim alfo; and 200 Rutiian grenadiers 
pafliny the river upon tloats, directly took 
pofle flion of the fortreis. — Only 40 Turks, 
and about 100 women and children, were 
left in the citadel; in which they found 
200 pieces of cannon, and a great quan- 
tity of ammunition and provifion. The 
Aga of the Janiilaries, calied Fenen, 
who is a prifoner, fays, that Choczim 
was abandoned in conicquence of a pe 
nera! revolt of the army againit the Vizir, 
(whole fate is yet unknown), for having 
facrificed the flower of his troops, in his 
unfuccefstul attack upon the Ruilians.” 

Prince Gellitzin, in a letter to Gen, 
Witt, obferves, that he attacked the 
TYuiks in five columns of jnlantry with 
bayonets fixed, which deftioyed moit of 
the enemy’s cavalry. The head of the 
bridge the Turks threw over the Neefter, 
and the plains, were covered with dead 
bodies; and thofe who fought their fafe- 
ty in flight, were chiefly drowned im the 
river.” 

* (Varfaw, OG. 2. We received the 
following turther particulars of the advan- 
tuges gained by the Rutlians on the 17th 
ult. The very inflant that the bridge, 
which the Turks bad thrown over the 
Nieiter, was carried away, (an event 
which was one of the cinef cautes of theit 
defeat), a violent ftorm of cain, accoie 
panicd with thunder, lightning, and 4 
hurriane, came on. The CoiJacks im- 
mediately crofled the river on the total 
defeat ot the Turks, and announced te 
diforder which reigned among the enemy, 
and the precipitation with which their 
flight was attended. A corps of grenae 
diers followed the Coflacks, and confirm- 
ed their account. Notwithftanding ther 
‘reat lofs, 1600 Ottomans were haroy ¢- 
hough to crois the Niefter again; but 
they were all killed or made priioners by 
the Rutlians.” 

‘S Fromticrs of Poland, Od. 11. The 
RuMians, in the purfuit of the thattered 
reinains of the Oitoman army, have t- 
ken the feraglio of the Grand Viz" 
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compoted of above fifty women. Lt- 
Gen. Schuwalow has defeated a corps of 
the enemy who had retired towards Ben- 
der, ard cut the pgreate(t part of them 
in pieces; the reft, to the number of 
4ooo men, took refuge in Moldavia.” 

According to accouts from Peterfburg,

Bv accounts 
from the ariny under Gen. Romanzow 
we learn, that the corps he detached to- 
wards Bender and Oczakow, bad plun- 
dered and fet fire to Dubaflari, and had 
brought away 2000 horfes and about 
1000 horned caitie, Some days after, 
3000 Coflacks furprifed the town of 
Gidichipailan, fet it on fire, put all the 
Turks they found there to the iword, 
and fet at liberty fixty four Chrittians, 
who had been carried into captivity by 
the Tartars.

“ St Fokus, [in Antigua), » 23:

the wind blowing very frefh from Ue 
eait-north-eaft, carried the fiery ‘hing!es 
along with it, and fcattered them on the 
roofs of feveral houles. In about fitees 
minutes the ftore of Meff. Hay and King's 
jey, to the north of the parade, becasir 
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an entire flame, and fet all the buildings 
on the parade, and ftores on the wharfs, 
in the fame dreadful confligration. Ha- 
ving thus deitroyed every “thing to the 
weit, down to the fea, it turned its fury 
to the eaft, and burnt all the buildings 
from the parade up to the guard-houle, 
and from the guard-houfe in a direé 
fouth line to Mrs Martin’s houle near the

To prevent its further run- 
ning eafltward, it was judged neceflary

Yet it ftill reged in the centre 
with great violence, threatening the de 

ftruction of the remaining buildings to 
the eait. To hinder its progrefs, the 
houles belonging to Mr George Dalzell, 
and feveral others, were blown up; 
which, with a lerge ftone building on the 
other fide of the (treet, through the mer- 





cy of God, fet bounds to its fury, and 
prevented its further devaftations. 
Dread‘ul was the day and night! The 


devouring flames, the diitraftion, confu 

fion, diltrefs, and lamentations of the 
poor deftitute and ruined inhabitanis, 
was a fcene too melancholy to repreijent. 
—— The alarm-guns were fired at the 
forts, and the country-gentlemen exert- 
ed their effiitance, with their perfons, 
carts, end flaves, to carry what cou!d be 
faved from the flames, whilft the boats 
inthe harbour contributed to the fame 
kind purpo fe; but the rapidity of the fire 
would not admit time to pet much out of 
the ftores, fo that the lofgs wes immenfe. 
The cuftom-houte, arfenal, jail, and all 
the warehoufes on the wharfs, were en- 
tirely confumed. The fire continued with 
much violence until three the next mormne- 
It is computec, that near three 
hundred houles and (lores are confumed;

The propofer abetted his queftion, bv 
obferving, That this conceflion was but 
very reafonable ; that the advice of a 
perion acquainted more partic ularly with 
the bufinefs of conducting the war, could 
not fail of being a material fervice in the 
deliberations of the council; that giving 
up fo far would be no more than what, 
on a former occafion, had been conceded 
to Adm. Watlon; and that no difadvan- 
tapes could poflibly arife. as the falvo of 

calling in a fifth perfon (the Prefident of 
Madraf-) would at all times prevent that 
weight on the fide of government that 
may be otherwifle dreaded.
